Rajasthan, 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

Sbri Baiu Singh, Deputy Superintendent of Police, was one 
of a party of Police that raided the hideouts of the gang of 
two notorious daroits, Bhanwar Singh and Jagrnal Singh, in 
the early hours of the morning of the 23th August 1957. 
This gang had been responsible for various minders and 
kidnapping of persons, including a number of Police olhrials 
The dadoes finding themselves surrounded opened five on the 
Police and a fierce encounter ensued. When the daroits were 
on the point of being liquidated, the Police party were 
suddenly fired upon at very close range from the rear, east 
and west flanks bv another hostile gang Shrl Balu Singh 
and some other members of the Police party were injured, 
and were, at great risk, hi ought to safety. Dacolt Bhanwar 
Singh and two of his associates vvere shot dead in this 
encounter. 

Throughout this engagement Shri Balu Singh, in spite of a 
serious bullet Injury in his thigh, exhibited exemplary 
courage and devotion to duty of the highest order.

flanks by another hostile gang Some members of the Police

(7) Labour Welfare — As on the 51st December 1957, the 
Bombay Port Trust provided houses for 3,913 employees i.e. 
17' 10 per cent, of its total staff (excluding docks casual maz- 
doors). 

Nine Welfare Centres were conducted by the Labour 
Department at Port Trust residential settlements for work- 
men, Indoor and outdoor games and matches were organised 
at these Centres, Open-air cinema shows, dramas, variety 
programmes, socials, excursions, celebrations, talks, demonstra- 
tions etc. were also arranged and co-operation was extended 
to local gioups recreational activities. A sports Meet was 
also held. Health and cleanliness propaganda work was 


periodically undertaken at the three large labour settlements, 
.three Scout Troops and two Girl Guide Companies were run 
for the benefit of the children of Port Trust mazdoors. 
Reading Rooms were provided at 7 places where popular 
dailies, weeklies and a few magazines were made available. 
With the joint efforts of the Welfare Centres, a hand-written 
magazine was brought out twice during the year. Clinics for 
women and thildten were conducted at Antop Village and 
Wadala, special emphasis being laid on ante-natal and post- 
natal care, child welfare and education of the mother. Im- 

E rovemcnts were brought about in the Canteens run by the 
abour Department of the Port Trust. The expenditure 
out of the Employees Welfare Fund to which an annual con- 
tribution of Rs. 30,000 is made from Revenue, aggregated 
Rs. 62,554 during the year under report as against Rs, 55,068 
in the previous year. 

(8) Staff .— The total expenditure on staff during 1957-58 
amounted to Rs. 4 89-.31 lakhs as against Rs. 4G‘!96 lakhs 
during the previous year. The increase was mainly due to 
additional staff engaged both In the Scheduled and in the 
Non-Scheduled categories and to the increased earnings of 
Docks Mazdoors under the piece-rate system of payment to 
’shore labour and crane drivers. 

The total expendituie on Medical Aid was Rs, 3,05,840 
during 1957-58 as against Rs. 1,97,444 in the previous year. 

The Port Trust Board performed another year of useful 
work and Government view with appreciation the work done 
by the Board during the year under review.
